EXECUTIVE BOARD TO PRESENT DRAFT AT MEETING 


Foggy Bottom: Is it Getting Closer? Here is Foggy Bottom from the roof of 
the Watergate Apartments, just on the other side of Virginia Avenue. The 
Avenue is the present southern boundary of the FBA, but on Tuesday, Nov. 15 
(just after this issue of the News goes to the printer) the Executive Board will 
meet to discuss extension of the boundary to include the Watergate complex. 


Proposals for amending the By-Laws of the Foggy 
Bottom Association will be presented tothe member - 
ship by the Executive Board at Monday evening's 
meeting in Pillsbury Hall. 

Most far-reaching of the changes would be the 
widening of the boundaries of Foggy Bottom. Pur- 
suant to a motion made at the October FBA meeting, 
the Board decided at its November 6 meeting to re- 
word the By-Laws to read: ...bounded by 23rd 
Street, E Street, Rock Creek Parkway and Pennsyl- 
vania Avenue. (This amendment, and any other pre- 
sented, will be voted on at the meeting subsequent 
to the next one--probably in January, since there is 
usually no December meeting.)

HAVE A HAPPY 
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‘ACCENTUATE THE POSITIVE, 
ELIMINATE THE NEGATIVE’ 


"How can appropriate 
forms of community action 
and self-advancement be de- 
veloped to take seriously the 
urban character of the 
(George Washington Univer- 
sity) students ?'' With that 
question Reverend Richard 
Yeo of the United Campus 
Christian Ministry began his 
talk to the FBA at the Oc- 
tober meeting. 


Speaking not as an emissary from GWU but asa 
Foggy Bottom resident who is familiar with the Uni- 
versity's past and present plans, Reverend Yeo was 
frank in acknowledging that GWU behavior in and 
toward the community of which it is a part has not 
always been all that it should be. However, it is his 
hope that future relations between the University 
and the FB community will reflect the many and 
unique contributions each has to make to the other. 


In recent years GWU has become, more and 
more, a resident university (as many as 60% of the 
full-time students live at GW); 500 of the resident 
students live right here within the bounds of FB. 
The "500" differ from the other students in that 
they are probably older, work, have more money 
and more mobility, and a larger share of them are 
male. They could form the nucleus around which 
the university and FB could cooperate on their 
mutual relationship to the city, possibly by involv- 
ing residents with students in community service 
Or, more pertinently, finding ways to involve the 
government faculty and graduate students in helping 
the FBA to mobilize and exercise citizen interest 
around community problems. 


Further Proposals Outlined 


As the University evolves a ''West Campus" in 
the area surrounding St. Mary's Church, if the FBA 
can encourage the development of new forms of 
student life that would be advantageous to both com- 


munities -- provision in a dormitory for art gallery 
and major arts emphasis, or special living units, 
e.g., for pre-Foreign Service people -- the way 


would be open for the interaction between FB resi- 
dents and students who are pre-professionals in the 
same fields. The highly professional character of 
the Foggy Bottom area makes this an especially 
workable and exciting idea.
